The prior art taken either singly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly 
suggest that which the Applicant claims in claim 1 in a manner which would warrant a 
rejection under 35 U.S.C. § 102 or 35 U.S.C. § 103. 

The prior artiaiis to teach a combination of aii the claimed features as present in 
independent claim 1 , which the auxiliary frame comprising a forward tab at a bridge 
thereof, two grooves at both sides of the tab; two projections having a larger outer end 
disposed at endpieces thereof, and a rear pad, wherein the projections are matingly 
fitted in the slots, the tab is fitted in the hole, and the protrusions are fitted in the 
grooves respectively, and the frame together with the auxiliary frame are adapted to 
flexibly expand in response to a lateral bending.
